WASHINGTON, June 13 (AP)— 
The Government opened its ex- 
pected court fight with James C, 
Petrillo today by formally charg- 
ing him with violating the Lea 
Labor Act, 


Attorney General Tom Clark an- 
nounced the filing of a criminal 
information against the president 
of the AFL American Federation 
of Musicians, accusing him of try- 
ing to coerce a Chicago radio sta- 
tion, The information was filed 
in United States District Court at 
Chicago by United States Attorney 
J. Albert Woll. 

The Lea act, passed by Congress 
in April and termed by some legis- 
lators the “anti-Petrillo” act, pro- 
vides for up to one year’s impris- 
onment and $1000 fine for any 
union which compels or attempts 
to compe] broadcasters to hire 
more employes than they want, 

Petrillo contends the act is un- 
constitutional and invited a test 
by calling a strike on May 28 of 
three studio librarians at Chicago 
Station WAAF. He said he called 
the strike because the station re- 
fused to hire three additional li- 
brarians.

FORMER RATION 
BOARD MEMBER 
AGUUSED OF FRAUD 


Secretary of Cafe Men 
Charged With Submit- 
ting Inaccurate Reports 
to Get Food Points, 


B. M. Franks, secretary of the 
St. Louis Restaurant Association 
and former member of the War 
Price and Rationing Board in St. 
Louis, was charged in a criminal 
information filed today in United 
States District Court with submit- 
ting to the board fraudulent and 
inaccurate reports. These al- 
legedly were in behalf of Members 
of his association to enable them 
to obtain excessive food rationing 
points for their business. 

The information, filed by Unit- 

ed States Attorney rry C. Blan- 
ton, charges violation of Office of 
Price Administration regulations 
in 21 counts, each alleging an in- 
stance in which Franks submitted 
false certificates of the dollar 
volume of business and the num- 
ber of customers served by 11 
restaurants, 
The certificates were used by 
the ration board as a basis for de- 
termining the food ration points 
to be allowed to the operators. 
Each countein the information 
carries a maximum punishment of 
$10,000 fine and a year imprison- 
ment. 

William H. Bryan, district OPA 
director, told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter that Franks resigned as a 
member of the Ration Board in 
April 1945. He had been requested 
to do so by Bryan. 

Early in 1945, Bryan asserted, 
he began receiving complaints 
concerning Franks .from restau- 


|rant operators, who wanted to 


know whether they had to be- 
come members of the association 
in order to obtain food supplies 
for their businesses. Bryan told 
them they did not. 

Bryan said he learned Franks 
had organized the association, 
which maintains an office in the 
Chemical Building, 721 Olive 
street, after becoming a member 
of the Ration Board. Franks was 
first a member of the board's 
food panel, in charge of process- 
ing sugar ration applications

WASHINGTON, June 13 (AP)— 
The Senate moved today toward a 
final vote on.an OPA extension 
bill which stabilization officials 
have condemned as dooming price 
and rent controls, 

Majority Leader Barkley told 
reporters he believed the roll 
could be called in “a yery few 


hours.” The Senate met at 11 a.m. 

The Senate killed a proposal to 
strip OPA immediately of almost 
all its price controls except those 
over rents and minerals. 

The action, by roll call vote of 
51 to 21, came in rejecting an 
amendment by Senator Imer 
Thomas (Dem.), Oklahoma. Thom- 
as’s proposal specified that price 
Pcontrols be lifted from “timber, 
petroleum, cotton, milk, livestock, 
including sheep and wool, tobacco, 
poultry, fish and shellfish, grain, 
peanuts, fruits and vegetables, or 
any product processed in whole or 
substantial part therefrom.” 

Takes Ceiling Off Tobacco, 

By voice vote, the Senate ac- 
cepted an amendment to take 
OPA ceilings off the prices of 
leaf tobacco and tobacco products 
by June 30. Senator Hoey (Dem.), 
North Carolina, told the Senate 
there was “plenty” of tobacco to 
meet demands, that there had 
been “no real advance” in tobacco 
prices during the war, and that 
he didn’t “apprehend the action 
would bring any advance in the 
price of cigarettes.” 

The death of Senator Bankhead 
(Dem.), Alabama, halted a drive 
to pass the bill last night. Para- 
doxically, arrangements for Bank- 
head’s funeral tended to speed: 
legislative action today. Twelve 
Senators to be named on the fu- 
neral committee are scheduled to 
leave for Alabama about 4:30 p.m.

UN. CONTROL Or 
ATOM MUST Bt 
FAED IN TREATY 


Foreign Relations Chair- 
man Asserts There 
Should Be No Oppor- 
tunity for Nation to 
Object to Inspection. 


WASHINGTON, June 13 (AP)— 


said today that any agreement for 
international control of atomic 
energy must be bound up in a 
treaty from which no signatory 
country could deviate. 

Connalty, who is chairman of 


the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee and a member of the 
Senate's Special Atomic Commit- 
tee, told a reporter there must be 
no means by which United Na- 
tions inspection and other con- 
trol measures could be halted once 
they are agreed on. 

“Any agreement that is made 
must be put in treaty form,” he 
said. “Any nation that doesn’t 
want to be bound to comply fully 
with control requirements need 
not sign the treaty if it doesn’t 
want ‘to participate in atomic en- 
ergy benefits. But once it signs, 
it must be bound by that treaty.” 

Connally’s views were expressed 
after Bernard M. Baruch, Ameri- 
can representative on the United 
Nations Atomic Committee, is re- 
ported to have told the Senate 
committee yesterday that this 
country was taking the position 
there can be no veto of enforce- 
ment controls similar to the veto 
of authority which lies with the 
Big Five members of the World 
Security Council. 

Connally’s proposal for a sepa- 
rate treaty apparently would take’ 
away from the Security Council 
any authority to void or halt in- 
spéection or other control measures, 
ot.the members of 
the Special Atomic 
have long insisted that no veto be 
allowed to operate against con- 
trols when this country yields up 
its atomic secrets. 

Baruch's espousal of this prin- 
ciple struck a popular chord, but 
he is said to have run into objec- 
tions from Connally when he pro- 
posed that a scheme for world dis- 
armament be worked out before 
any final atomic agreement is 
reached. 

Connally is reported to have told 
him that disarmament is a ques- 
tion beyond Baruch’s particular 
field and something with which 
other United Nations. representa- 
tives are concerned.

ROME, June 18 (AP)—The roy- 
al palace announced today that 
King Umberto had left Italy for 
exile in Portugal. 

Thus the King ended his three- 
day struggle with the cabinet over 
whether a republic had triumphed 
in a plebiscite 10 days ago. Um- 
berto had been king a month and 
a day. 

In a proclamation made public 
five hours after his departure, he 
charged the italian Government 
with an illegal act in naming 
Premier Alcide de Gasperi as pro- 
visional chief of state while he 
still was occupying the throne, 

Before his departure, it had been 
reported the King would go to 
his estate near Pisa to await the 
Supreme Court’s ruling on plebi- 
scite irregularities which; he con- 
tended, made the court’s an- 
nouncement of a republican vic- 
tory “indefinite.” But the finality 
of the tearful farewells at the air- 
»port indicated even before the of- 
ficial announcement that he was 
leaving Italian soil.

Night Flyer in Distress Buzzes 


Has Port Lighted 


ELGIN, Ill, June 13 (UP)—A 
former Army pilot zoomed low 
over his own home last night and 
prayed that his wife would under- 
stand his signal of distress. She 
did and perhaps saved his life, 


Robert E. Crane, 26 years old, 
ferrying a two-seater plane from 
Dallas, Tex,, to a suburban Chi- 
cago air field, ran into a severe 
storm north of Peoria, His plane 
had no radio, 


His visibility cut by rain and 
hail, he squinted through the 
darkness and made out the bare 
outline of the Fox river. He fol- 
lowed it to Elgin, his home town. 

The air field here is under con- 
struction and has no lights. Using’ 
street lights and display signs as 
an illuminated street guide of the 
town, Crane flew to his home at 


1017 Highland avenue. 
First he “buzzed” the house with 


the motor roaring. Then he cut 
the motor and zoomed low over 
the rooftop, hoping that his wife 
would understand. .

Testifies Colonel Told 
Germans Defeat Was 
Certain, Refused to 
Discuss ‘Danger of 


Communism.’

BELGRADE, June 13 (AP)— 
Gen. Draja Mihailovic told the 
Yugoslav military court today 
that he and Col, Robert H. Mc- 
Dowell, chief of a United States 
mission to Chetnik newt uarters 
in 1944, in a conference with Ger- 
mans that year proposed that the 
Germans turn over their arms to 
the Chetnik chieftain “in view of 
their coming defeat.” 

Marshal Josip. (Tito) Broz’s 
Government in its indictment of 
Mihailovic charged that the Chet- 
mik leader and McDowell held 
parleys with the Germans in 1944. 

(By 1944 the United States and 
British Governments had been 
committed to the military sup- 
port of Tito.) 

Mihailovic, testifying with ap- 
parent reluctance today, said he 
and McDowell refused to discuss 
the “danger of Communism” with 
a German officer named Sterker, 
a deputy of the chief of the ad- 
ministrative staff of the German 
command in Yugoslavia in Sep- 
tember 1944. | 

“You need not worry about it,” 
Mihailovic quoted McDowell as 
saying when Sterker attempted to 
bring up the question of the 
“danger of communism in Eu- 


“Col. McDowell told him Ger- 
mary was defeated and would 
capitulate and told him ‘the arms 
you have must be turned over to 
Gen. Mihailovic’,” the defendant 
testified. 

“Those were the main points of 
the meeting,” Mihailovic went on. 
“It might have lasted three 
quarters of an hour. ... I would 
not have received him (Sterker) 
unless Col. McDowell was with 
me.” 

Then pointing to the indictment, 
he added, “this is not correct in 
the charge, or somebody is trying 
to give the wrong impression.” 

He said he and McDowell met 
the Germans twice, because “it 
was arranged wrong the first 
time.” 


A document read by the court 
eaid McDowell was accompanied 
by an American captain named 
Lalic. 

May Call Col. McDowell. 

A reliable source said defense 
attorneys were planning to ask 
court permission to call McDowell 
as well as Col. William Bailey and 
a Col. Hudson, British liaison of- 
ficers at Mihallovic’s headquarters, 
as witnesses for the defendant. 

Mihaflovic testified yesterday 
that Bailey advised him to destroy 
Tito’s Partisan forces so the way 
would be clear for an Allied land- 
ing in Dalmatia. He has testified 
‘also that Hudson brought instruc- 
tions from British Middle East 
headquarters at Cairo. 

American flyers rescued by Mi- 
hallovic’s forces may also be re- 
as defense witnesses but

defense plans. The government 
previously had rejected a request 
‘of the American government that 
some American soldiers be allowed 
to testify. 

Admits Seeing Puppet Premier. 

Earlier today Mihailovic de- 
elared that the late Milan Nedic, 
wartime puppet premier of Ger- 
man-occupied Yugoslavia, was “a 
man completely washed out men- 
tally,” but conceded that he held 
- ee with him in August 


Mihailovic, on trial for his life 
on charges of treason and collabo- 
ration, denied the prosecution’s 
contention that-the meeting re- 
sulted in a promise of arms for 
his troops in exchange for an 
agreement not to use those arms 
against the Germans. 

“It (the meeting) was without 
any results,” the Chetnik leader 
testified at the opening of the 
fourth day of his trial. “It was an 
absolutely unnecessary meeting.” 

The court read the record of 
Nedic’s interrogation, before his 
prison suicide last Feb. 4, in which 
he gave details of the alleged 


ent. 

“T think all this which he says 
is only his imagination,” Mihailovic 
commented. 

He said he sometimes got mate- 
rial from Nedic when he sent men 
into Nedic units for short periods.

Communist Landing Attempt Near Tsingtao 


Reported Blocked — Nationalists 


Push Ahead in Manchuria. 


NANKING, June 13 (AP)— 
China’s 15-day truce between war- 
ring Nationalist and Communist 
factions appeared to be reduced 
to a scrap of paper today. 

The Government’s tightly con- 
trolled Central News Agency re- 
ported Nationalist troops were 
driving ahead in Manchuria and 
had frustrated attempted landings 
by minor forces of Communists 
near Tsingtao, where United 
States Marines have one of their 
strongest North China garrisons, 

While deep concern was shown 
over the situation in Tsingtao, 
Gen. George ©. Marshall's head- 
quarters said it had failed to halt 
negotiations for a permanent set- 
tlement of China’s civil war. 

No Attempt to Hide Concern. 

A spokesman at the capital said 
that Gen. Marshall was “continu- 
ing with regular affairs” although 
no attempt was made to hide con- 
cern over reported heavy fighting 
within scope of American marine 
garrisons. 

However, Communist Spokes- 
man Wang Ping Nan announced 
an order halting the attack on 
Tsingtao had been dispatched to 
Shantung province by a Com- 
munist representative who was ac- 
accompanied on his peace mission 
by an American officer. 

The Sommunist spokesman 
described Communist activities in 
Shantung as “self defense” after 
warning Nationalists who were 
said to be advancing against Com- 
munist-held Kiangsu cities in six 
columns, Attacks by Nationalists 
on the Communist new Fourth 
Army were declared to be under- 
way around Hsiaohsien and Tung- 
shan Hsien south of Hsuchow. 

The semi-official Central News 
Agency asserted that Nationalist 
troops had cleared Communists 
north of the Manchurian capital 
city. of Changchun and south of 
the Sungari river and captured 
three towns identified as Nungan, 
Swatien and Swaiteh. An undis- 


closed number of Communist 
troops were said to have surren- 
dered to Gen, Tu Li-Ming’s new 
First Army, which has now 
crossed the Sungari in a push 
northward toward Harbin. 

Although the official Chinese 
Army spokesman, Gen. Kuo, de- 
clared the situation in Tsingtao 
was “critical,” with its fate de- 
pendent upon the action of United 
States Third Marine Brigade gar- 
risoned there, competent forei 
quarters tended to minimize the 
danger to the seaport. These quar- 
ters said that clashes in the vi- 
cinity of the city did not neces- 
sarily portend a Communist at- 
tack on the city itself. 

American communications with 
Tsingtao, where probably about 
eight thousand United States 
marines and sailors are based 
were functioning smoothly. It was 
pointed out that even if Commu- 
nist forces attempted and suic- 
ceeded in taking the marine air- 
field on the outskirts of the city, 
air communications with Tsingtao 
still would be possible by sea- 
plane. 

Adm, Charles Cooke, Seventh 
United States Fleet commander 
who paused at Nanking for a 
meeting with Marshall, was due 
to fly to Tsingtao. 

Junks Reported Repulsed. 

Central News Agency reported 
that 13 Communist-manned junks 
attempted to storm MHsuchitao 
island, 12 miles«from Tsingtao 
but were driven off after two as- 
saults. 

As reports of fighting mounted, 
Communist Chief negotiator Gen. 
Chou En-lai told the Associated 
Press he had not asked for exten- 
sion of the truce as the price for 
continued negotiations with the 
government and Gen, Marshall. 

An authoritative government 
source said the Nationalists “nat- 
urally want peace” but would pre-

In this 
case I was attacked by the Par- 
tisans in an area that belonged to 
me and I hed to defend myself.” 


Later he observed that “when 
the Partisans did not attack me I 
fought against the occupier.”

Why Germans Didn’t Attack. 


There was laughter in the hall 
when Mihailovic said the Germans 
did not attack him in 1944 because 
“it would not have paid them.” 

The prosecutor exclaimed, “now 
we have got it clear!” 

“Why would they not benefit by 
it?” .the prosecutor asked. 

“Because I was engaged in a 
struggle against Partisans,” Mi- 
hailovic said. He explained that 
“they (the Germans) could wipe 
me out whenever they wanted.” 

Asked about joint action of his 
Chetniks and the Bulgarians, Mi- 
hailovic replied: “I do not deny it. 
It happened by chance. In 1943 I 
carried out an attack against the 
Bulgarians in Pozega and against 
Ljeticites at Arilje. I was pur- 
sued by 20,000 Germans, and here 
the Partisans attacked from the 
flank against one of the terri- 
tories I held and I had to fight.” 

The court asked the defendant 
if one of his commanders, Pavle 
Djurisic, collaborated with the 
Germans in February 1944 against 
Tito’s Partisans, 

“T see it from the indictment 

and I believe it was so,” he re- 
plied. 
Mihailovic said he issued an or- 
der for the execution of Chetniks 
who went into occupied towns be- 
cause he feared the influence the 
Germans would have on them. 


LONDON, June 13 (UP)—The 
Foreign Office announced today 
that it sent a note to Yugoslavia 
challenging the authenticity of al- 
legations against Britain at the 
trial of Gen. Draja Mithailovic. 

The Foreign Office made public 
statements from two British 
agents denying charges that they 
told Mihailovic to fight Partisans 
of Marshal Josip (Tito) Broz. 

The British note, handed to the 
Vice Minister of Foreign Affairs 
in Belgrade yesterday, said the al- 
legations at the trial contained 
“an implied indictment of instruc- 
tions given to the officers in ques- 
tion by the British Government.”

Wagner replied that he was one 
who “never gives up hope” and 
that he would not express his 
opinion until Congress completes 
action on OPA. 

Irving Richter, legislative repre- 
sentative of the CIO United Auto- 
mobile Workers, told Wagner he 
should tell the Senate its votes 
on OPA “are doing more to pro- 
mote strikes than anything else.” 

“Our people,” Richter’ said, 
“aren't going to sit idly by and 
see prices go way up.”

Gromyko Assails U.N. 
Subcommittee Report 
but Doesn’t Invoke 

~ Veto Yet. 


NEW YORK, June 13 (AP)— 
Soviet Delegate Andrei A, Gromy- 
ko today expressed disagreement 
with an American compromise 
plan for the United Natons Secur- 
ity Council to refer the Spanish 
question to the General Assembly 
but did not at this point invoke 
his power of veto. 

The Council adjourned until 
Monday afternoon, with the Span- 
ish question still undecided. 

Gromyko’s stand against the 
compromise plan as well as a bit- 
ter attack on the conclusions of 
the subcommittee which investi- 
gated Spain made it certain the 
delegates would have to arrive at 
another solution if the Spanish 
question is to be acted on in the 
council or sent forward to the 
Assembly, 


The compromise plan was backed 
by the United States, Australia, 
France, Poland, China, Brazil and 
Egypt. They constitute a major- 
ity, but either Russia or Britain 
could block it by a veto. 

The Netherlands delegate, Dr. 
Eelco van Kleffens, sided with 
Gromyko in calling for action by 
the Security Council instead of 
referring the case to the General 
Assembly. However, Van Kleefens 
said that in the “interests of una- 
nimity” he would not oppose the 
compromise plan. He reserved his 
position for future discussions, 

Gromyko said the conclusions of 
the’ council's subcommittee “un- 
fortunately cannot constitute a 
basis for unanimous decision” on 
the Spanish question. 

The sifbcommittee had recom- 
mended that the General Assem- 
bly call on the United Nations to 
break relations with Spain if 
Franco still is in power in Sep- 
tember. Under the compromise 
plan favored by the majority, the 
Genéral Assembly would be 
authorized to decide when and if 
to call for a break in relations or 
take whatever action it deems 
appropriate. 

Gromyko said there “is no justi- 
fication” for the council declining 
to take action on Poland’s original 
proposal to break with Franco 
Spain immediately. 

Accepting the compromise plan, 
Dr. Herbert V. Evatt of Australia, 
chairman of the Security Council 
subcommittee, proposed that the 
Spanish question be referred to 
the General Assembly for its ac- 
tion. 

Dr. Evatt opened the Security 
Council session withan announce- 
ment that the subcommittee had 
approved modifications of its rec-

FRANCO HOODWINKED U.N., 
DISGUISED ARMY, GHALI SAYS 


Writer at French Border Finds Soldiers Were 


Dressed as Civilians, Artillery Hidden Until 


Delegation on Defenses Had Passed.

BOURG - MADAME on the 
Franco-Spanish Frontier, June 13. 
—Spain’s Francisco Franco com- 
pletely hoodwinked a delegation 
of Allied diplomats and military 
attaches in Spain which made an 
inspection of the French-Spanish 


border in connection with an in- 
quiry conducted in New York by 
a United Nations Security Coun- 
cil subcommittee. 

This breach of faith had been 
indicated by numerous convergent 
reports filtering into France. Your 
correspondent came to this little 
French village 300 yards from the 
Spanish frontier village of Puig- 
cerda to make a personal checkup. 
The reports were completely con- 
firmed by deserters from Franco's 
army who had just crossed the 
border into France. 

The delegation made a seven- 
day trip from Irun, in the Spanish 
Basque country, down to Andorra, 
a fortnight ago with the special 
purpose of surveying Spanish 
fortifications and deployment of 
troops along the French border, 

Conclusions of Delegation. 

The conclusions reached by the 
commission, which was composed 
of Madrid military attaches, ac- 
companied by Spanish officers, 
was that Franco had only 150,000 
men along the 434-mile frontier. 

All French military information, 
on the other hand, agreed on about 
double that number. 

According to ¢ye witness ac- 
counts, Franco worked his trick 
on the mission in the following 
manner: 

Two days before the interna- 
tional investigators were due to 
arrive, all civilian garb belong- 
ing to Spaniards living on the 
border was requisitioned and 
donned by Spanish soldiers. 

When sufficient civilian gar 
ments were found unavailable, 
soldiers for whom they could not 
be provided were ordered to hide 
in woods or barns while the com- 
mission passed by. Some spent 
two days in hiding. 

Artillery, Emblems Hidden. 

Atillery pieces were also camou- 
flaged under haystacks, raised for 
the purpose. 

In Seo de Urgel, some 20 miles 
south of Bourg-Madame, which is 
the headquarters of the Phalanx 
party for northern Spain, emblems 
that had decorated the party build- 
ing were disguised by huge ban- 
ners bearing the name of a cafe.

MURDER INQUIRY 


AFTER SUICIDE LEAP 


Question Whether Woman 
Was Dead Before Plunge 
Followed by Man.

WASHINGTON, June 13 (AP)— 
An autopsy was ordered today to 
determine whether a woman was 
dead at the time her body hurtled 
from a ninth-floor hotel window 


early this morning, 45 minutes be- 
fore her male companion plunged 
to his death from the same win- 
dow. 

The woman's body, clothed only 
in panties, struck the second floor 
roof of the Lafayette Hotel short- 
ly after midnight. Her companion 
leaped after barricading himself 
in the room and spurning pleas 
of police that he come out. He 
wore only underwear shorts. 

The victims were identified as 
Mrs, Dorothy Cox Mahoney, 25- 
year-old short story writer, and 
Arthur D. Millison, 36, a former 
garage owner. The pair had regis- 
tered at the hotel last Saturday 
as “Mr. and Mrs. Arthur D, Miilli- 
son, San Francisco.” 

Police said Millison had left be- 
hind a message which “you might 
construe ag a suicide note.” With- 
out quoting directly from it, 
police asserted “it said something 
to the effect that some women 
tell a man they love him when 
they really don’t.” 

A bottle of poison, a pistol and 
a bloody razor blade were found 
in the room, Millison’s wrists had 
been slashed. 

A telephone call was made by 
Millison from the barricaded 
room to his brother shortly after 
Mrs. Mahoney’s body was found. 
Police said Millison told his 
brother, Clyde R. Millson: “I have; 
disposed of her and now I am 
going to dispose of myself.” — 

When firemen attempted to place 
nets. under the window, Millison 
drove them off by dropping a 
chair and then leaped.

How much the cost of major 
food items might go up if ceilings 
were removed has been the sub- 
ject of controversy. Stabilization 
Director Chester Bowles has esti- 
mated that meat prices would 
jump 40 to 50 per cent. 

At present only a few food items 
come within the scope of the re- 
vised regulation. Ceilings on lob- 
sters and most kinds of fish have 
been removed, for example. This 
means menu prices may be based 
on the cost of these items. 

An OPA official said the new 
order provides “the only just way” 
of handling restaurant prices and 
at the same time “maintaining any 
semblance of control.” 

Commenting on this and other 
changes in the price regulation 
covering public eating places, the 
National Restaurant Association 
said in a statement that the re- 
visions “will not mean increased 
menu prices.” 

More Items on Menu. 

However, a spokesman for the 
organization told a reporter that 
this view was based on present 
circumstances and did not take 
into consideration the possibility 
that ceilings may be removed on 
major foods,

MONSANTO PLANT 
HERE SHUT DOWN 
BY STRIKE OF 1400 


Production Workers Walk 
Out Over Company’s 
Refusal to Grant Union 


Shop. 


The Queeny plant of Monsanto 
Chemical Co., 1700 South Second 
street, was shut down. early this 
afternoon by a strike of approxi- 
mately 1400 production workers 
in protest against the company’s 
refusal to grant a union shop, 

The strikers are members of 
AFL International Chemical 
Workers’ Union, Local 16, John P, 
Gratz, prgsident and business 
agent of the local, charged the 
company with provoking the strike 
by having, in effect, attempted to 
bargain with the employes over 
the heads of the union’s negotiat- 
ing committee. 

Gratz referred to a series of 
letters sent by the company to its 
Queeny plant employes. These 
letters, a‘ spokesman for the com- 
pany said, were designed to inform 
employes of the management's 
position on matters up for con- 
tract negotiation. 

The letters, including one re- 
celved today, were signed by 
Paul G. Marsh, management's 
chief representative in the pres- 
ent contract negotiations, 

The union’s principal demand 
is for a union shop, Marsh's let- 
ter predicted that, if a _ strike 
threatened last week actually oc- 
curred, “it will come mainly be- 
cause the (union) committee in- 
sists that the company should 
force everybody who works for it 
to join a union whether he wants 
to or not.” Marsh told the em- 
ployes they did not have to have 
a union shop contract to enjoy 
job security in the Queeny plant. 

The letter said the real issue 
was whether the company should 
force employes to join a union or 
allow them to exercise freedgm of 
choice. 

Gratz said the union presented 
its full list of demands for a new 
contract last Jan. 31. The pres- 
ent contract expired in March. 
The union demanded the union 
shop, dues checkoff, premium 
pay for Sunday work as such, a 
10-cent hourly increase and wage 
adjustments. 

Employes of the Queeny plant, 
the company said, received 20-cent 
hourly increase last Oct. 29. The 
strike was approved by interna- 
tional officers of the union. It 
was approved previously by a 
vote of the union membership, 
1232 to 23. Negotiations broke 
down June 6.

WALLACE PROPOSAL TO SELL 
U.S. BARGE LINES REJECTED 


House Appropriations Committee Adopts 
Report Against Disposing of Inland 
Waterways Corporation.

WASHINGTON, June 13— The 
House Appropriation Committee 
turned thumbs down today on the 
proposal of Secretary of Com- 
merce Henry A. Wallace that Con- 
har permit the sale of the Inland 
aterways Corporation. 


Inland Waterways, under the 
Commerce Department, operates 
the Federal barge lines on the 
Mississippi River and the Warrior 
river, It has headquarters in St. 
Louls, 


The House Committee adopted 
a majority report of a. five-man 
subcommittee which took testi- 
mony on Wallace’s suggestion. 
Chairman of the subcommittee 
and author of its majority report 
was Representative George H. 
Mahon of Texas. He was joined 
by two other Democrats, Albert 
Gore, Tennessee, and J. L. Whit- 
ten, Mississippi. 

The minority report was repre- 
sented by two Republicans, Wal- 
ter C. Ploeser, St. Louis, and Ben 
F. Jensen, Iowa. They wanted the 


committee to accept the recom- 
mendation of the Commerce Sec- 
retary that the barge line be sold 
to private operators; that the Fed- 
eral government get out of the 
business. 

Wallace, appearing before the 
subcomimttee six weeks ago, gave 
testimony which was not reported 
officially until tocay, but was re- 
counted in its essential features 
by the Post-Dispatch at that time. 

“I do not believe that the Fed- 
eral Government should compete 
with private business in the field 
unless there are substantial condi- 
tions that justify such competi- 
tion,” said Wallace, long subject 
to attack as a supposed opponent 
of private enterprise. 

But he went on to say that he 
now questioned whether such con- 
ditions now existed in the field 
of Inland Waterways transporta- 
tion. Then he described to what 
extent the Federal barge lines had 
complied with the mandate im- 
posed by Congress when they set 
up, Many years ago, the conditions 
under which the operation should 
vd relinquished to private enter- 
prise. 


2 YOUTHS ARRESTED 
ADMIT ROBBERY 
NOT YET REPORTED 


Highway Patrolmen Chased

Two youths were arrested on

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FOOD PRICE INCREASE 
IN YEAR IS ESTIMATED 
AT $3.45 PER PERSON 


WASHINGTON,

OVERNMENT economists 
G estimated today that retail 

cost increases authorized 
for major food items in recent 
weeks would boost housewives’ 
expenses at the rate of about 
$485,000,000 a year—an average 
of about $3.45 a person. 

They broke down the figures 
this way: 

A cent a loaf for bread— 
$125,000,000; a penny a quart 
for milk and authorized price 
increases for butter and cheese 
~—$250,000,000; general meat 
price increases which became 
effective in April—$110,000,000. 

To the total of $485,000,000 
could be added another $125,- 
000,000 in indirect costs, since 
OPA has acknowledged that 
the June 1 cut of 10 per cent 
in the weight of bread loaves 
without a price reduction ac- 
tually added a cent a loaf to 
bread costs, 

The milk price increase did 
not apply to St. Louis and cer- 
tain other areas but increases 
there are expected soon. The 
butter and cheese increases 
have been authorized but not 
put into effect.

TV RAT CONTROL 
FORCE CHECKS ON 
RUBBISH DISPOSAL 


Inspectors Assigned to 
Police Districts Make 
Block Surveys With 
Patrolmen. 


Inspectors from the newly or- 
ganized rat cgntrol section of the 
city health division have been aa- 
signed to each police district. 
They have begun a joint block- 
by-block survey of the city with 


policemen to check violations of 
ordinances pertaining to rubbish 
and garbage, John Buxell, acting 
head of the division, said today. 

District police commanders, in 
a memorandum from Chief of 
Police James J. Mitchell, were or- 
dered to co-operate fully with the 
inspectors and to make certain 
there is no laxity in enforcement 
of the rubbish and garbage 
ordinances during the hot summer 
months, 

In their survey, the inspectors 
will look specifically for over- 
flowing ash pits and accumula- 
tions of rubbish and garbage on 
private property. Policemen in 
each district precinct will search 
for violations over which the po- 
lice department has jurisdiction, 
such as illegal garbage recep- 
tacles, accumulafion of rubbish on 
vacant lots and littering of 
streets, sidewalks and alleys. 

Notices to Be Given. 

Notices will he given household- 
ers and property owners requiring 
them to correct conditions which 
are in violation of ordinances, 
Buxell said. Inspectors and police 
later will check bac® to determine 
whether the sotices have been 
complied with. Where violations 
persist, the police department will 
issue arrest notices and the health 
division will prosecute the «ases 
in city court, he added. 

In one precinct of the Central 
Police District, embracing the 
area bounded by Fourteenth and 
Eighteenth streets, Chouteau ave- 
nue and the Terminal Railroad 
tracks, numerous violations were 
found and warnings issued, Bux- 
ell said. Those included 68 illegal 
garbage receptacles, 15 instances 
of trash accumulation and 14 of 
littered alleys and streets. This 
was the only precinct In which the 
survey has been completed since 
the campaign began June l, he 
said. 

Eight Inspectors Assigned. 

The inspectors are on duty from 
9 a.m. to 3 p.m. daily, Monday 
through Friday, Buxell said. Thus 
far, eight inspectors have been 
assigned to the 12 police districts, 
but four additional inspectors will 
be employed soon in order to have 
one man handle each district, he 
added. 

The rat control section was set 
up by administrative order of Dr. 
Joseph F. Bredeck, city health 
commissioner. A bill included in 
Mayor Aloys P. Kaufmann’s rat- 
control program which provides 
for establishment of such a sec- 
tion is still pending in the Board 
of Aldermen.

The latter can be brought only 
for “high crimes and misde- 
meanors.” 


Saying the state of mind of a 
Justice is important and can be 
judged by his utterances, Bridges 
brought up both the controversy 
between Justices Black and Jack- 
son, and the Ku Klux Klan issue 
raised when Black, then a Sena- 
tor from Alabama, was appointed 
to the Supreme Court in 1937. 

Bridges said that on Aug. 17, 
1937, the day Black was confirmed 
for the Supreme Court, the ques- 
tion was raised in the Senate 
whether Black was a member of 
the Klan 


Report of Denial. 


“ Bridges quoted the late Senator 


Wiliam E. Borah of Idaho as say- 
fing in the debate that Black “has 
gaid in private conversation, not 
since this matter came up but at 
other times, that he was not a 
member of the Klan... .” 


By Sept. 13, Bridges sajd,. the 
“newspapers were printing the 
facts concerning the membership 
of Senator Black in the Klan” 
and on Oct. 1 Black went on the 
radio and “stated he had joined 
the Klan some 15 years earlier 
but later resigned.” 

“The point is,” Bridges con- 
tinued, “that when he was under 
obligation to speak, when he 
knew that to have made the ad- 
mission would bear markedly 
upon the matter of his confirma- 
tion to the Supreme Court, he re- 
frained from speaking. He al- 
lowed other Senators in this body 
to make representations in his 
behalf which were false and 
which were known to him to be 
false.” 

Bridges told the Senate he con- 
siders there is nothing in the 
statement Jackson made about 
Black to warrant impeachment. 
That apparently was an almost 
universal view among the legis- 
lators. 

The PAC meeting in April which 
Bridges said Black addressed was 
a Roosevelt memorial dinner at 
the Hotel Commodore, New York. 

Bridges, commenting that Sena- 
tor Guffey (Dem.), Pennsylvania. 
had inserted a copy of Black’s 
speech in the Congressional Rec- 
ord for May 23, read excerpts 
from it. 


He quoted Justice Black as 


_ paying the Government has be- 


come “an instrument of economic 
control for the benefit of so many 
people” and of saying the New 
Deal program was opposed “in 
part those who were seeking 
selfishly to maintain unfair prac- 
tices under which they had great- 
ly prospered and by those who in- 
nocently clung blindly to old ways 
merely because they were old.” 

Having read them, Bridges de- 
manded: 

“How can we expect dispassion- 
ate administration of the law 
from those who openly and ac- 
tively espouse public movements 
designed to fasten upon the Amer- 
ican people a particular philoso- 
phy? 

“How can a Justice of the Su- 
preme Court of the United States 
achieve that nice balance of ju- 
dicial principle to which litigants 
are entitled if that same Justice 
lends the prestige of his position 
and the force of his support to a 
movement whose legislative pro- 
‘gram may result in controversies 
before the court of which he is a 
member?” 


Concluding, Bridges 
“One thing is certain: 


“The American people regard 
the Supreme Court of the United 
States as the last bulwark and the 
greatest protection of their rights, 
their liberties and their property. 
They will not long tolerate con- 
duct which will militate against 
that trust and confidence in which 
the court must be held if its true 
function is to be preserved. 

“While we cannot know the in- 
terior processes of the mind of 
any man, by his acts and his ut- 
terances and his deportment we 
can make an‘estimate of the like- 
lihood of his course, The danger 
signals of a breakdown in popular 
confidence in some of the person- 
nel of the Supreme Court are only 
too obvious.” 

McCarran took the floor at once 
and told his colleagues the Senate 
“occupies a most peculiar situ- 
ation” because it becomes the bar 
of justice whenever the House 
brings impéachment proceedings. 

Saying he will make “no utter- 
ance whatsoever” regarding the 
current feud, McCarran said: . 

“The day might come when this 
body might be called on to sit as 
a court of impeachment. If that 
day comes, may God forbid, the 
chairman of the Judiciary Com- 
mittee will be free to act.”

BILL TO MAKE 
BRIBE SOLICITING 
FELONY PASSED 


Measure to Go to Gover- 
nor — ‘It Is Outgrowth 
of Trial to Oust Senator

JEFFERSON CITY, June 13— 
The Frisby bill, to make solicita- 
tion of a bribe by a member of 
the Legislature or other public 


officer a felony, was passed by the 
House last night and will go to 
the Governor for his signature 
within a few days. 

The act is a direct outgrowth 
of the ouster trial of Senator 
Joseph A. Falzone of St. Louis 
county in the Senate last October 
on charges that he solicited a 
$1500 bribe from representatives 
of cosmetologists and hairdressers 
in connection with legislation 
they desired. Falzone resigned 
before completion of the trial. 

Passage of the bill brings into 
harmony the statutes on bribery. 
For many years the Missouri law 
has made the acceptance or 
offering-of a bribe a felony, pun- 
ishable by imprisonment in the 
penitentiary. Solicitation. of a 
bribe, however, was only a misde- 
meanor, with a maximum penalty 
of a $100 fine and two months’ 
imprisonment. 

The Frisby bill fixes the penalty 
at not more than five years’ im- 
prisonment in the penitentiary. 
In many sessions of the Legisla- 
ture similar bills have been intro- 
duced, but legislators have re- 
fused to pass them, usually de- 
feating them in the secrecy of 
committee sessions. Earlier this 
session one, introduced by Rep- 
resentative Milton F. Duval of 
Clarksville, was defeated in the

iand just peace to mankind 
throughout the world.” 

Referring to the Protestant 
group's gument that Taylor’s 
appointment was contrary to the 
American principle of separation 
of church and state, Cardinal 
Spellman said Taylor’s designation 
was “no more against the Ameri- 
can principle of the separation of 
church and state than is the 
representation from this country 
to the Court of St, James’s, where | 
the (British) king is the head of 
both church and state.” | 

He said he did not claim to 
represent 25,000,000 American | 
Gatholics, but he believed that “in | 
fighting bigotry, untruth and dis-| 
sension, I am a representative of 
the spirit of freedom, justice, tol- 
erance and charity “in which is 
grounded the life, the spirit and 
the hope of the United States of 
America.” 

Declaring that one member of 
the Protestant delegation had con- 
ceded that Taylor’s mission had 
been a “contrilution to the peace” 
but should end with the signing 
of peace treaties, Cardinal Spell- 
man said “surely these ministers 
of God know that even with the 
signing of peace treaties, peace 
will be difficult to attain. Yet they 
wish withdrawn from his mission 
a man who, by the statements of 
two Presidents, helped bring some 
measure of peace to this war- 
ridden world, 

“What reason then have these 
men of religion to make such de- 
mands on the President of these 
United States? Is it the anti- 
Catholicism of unhooded klans- 
men sowing. seeds of disunion 
within our treasured nation?” 

He recalled that Roosevelt and 
Taylor were Episcopalians, that 
Truman was a Baptist and that 
Taylor was the President's per- 
sonal representative rather than a 
Government representative. 

“The separation of church and 
state in this country does not and 
never did mean opposition or hos- 
tility on-the part of the state to- 
wards the church and its policies,” 
the Cardinal said. 

“Only the absence of good will 
can misrepresent” Taylor’s pres- 
ence at the Vatican, he added, 
“or charge our last two Presidents 
with violating the letter and spirit 
of the American Constitution in 
keeping him there.”

WASHINGTON, June 13 (AP)—

Harry S. Truman. President of 
the United States, was taking a 
brief respite from the burdens of 
state by a rare evening at a, com- 
edy show. 

His usual circle of intimates, 
sitting around him in the presi- 
dential box of the National The- 
ater, offered neither counsel nor 
conversation. 

That came from Ole Olsen and 
Chic Johnson and the associates 
who travel with them in the pro- 
duction, “Laffing Room Only.” 

It was a far cry from the musi- 
cales and the commencement 
exercises with which Truman has 
become so familiar. The perform- 
ers don’t go around such affairs 
heckling the customers, firing 
guns and making wise cracks 
abount important people.

Senator Johnson, at New York Rally, Terms 
Briton’s Speech an Insult to U.S.— Says 
England Is Trying to Scare Off This 
Country From Palestine Issue. | 


NEW YORK, June 13 (AP) 


EMANDS that the entire question of the British loan be re- 
Dew and that Britain be asked to give up its mandate in 
Palestine were expressed last night by speakers at a Madison 
Square Garden rally of the, American Zionist Emergency Committee. 


The rally, which was called a, 


week ago to protest against the 
“stalling” tactics of the British 
government on admitting 100,000 
Jews into Palestine, turned into a 
‘denunciation of British Foreign 
Minister Bevin, who earlier in the 
day had rejected the mass migra- 
tion plan in a speech before a 


Labor party conference. 

“Britain has proved she is un- 
willing and unable to carry out 
her responsibility with respect to 
the Palestine mandate,” said Sen- 
ator Johnson (Dem.), Colorado. 
“She is pressing us to assume all 
of the responsibilities. We should 


assume also the decisions.” 
“Insult to President.” 

He said Bevin'’s speech was a 
“gratuitous insult to the President 
and the people of the United 
States. I don’t think the President 
will take it lying down.”: 

Johnson referred to a British 
query as to what the United States 
would be willing to contribute to 
keep order if Palestine were to be 
opened to increased Jewish immi- 
gration. . 

Johnson said, “This entire issue 
of the need for American troops 
is being trumped up for the sole 
purpose of scaring off this coun- 
try so that they (the British) may 
be left to continue in Palestine 
their nefarious and shameful poli- 
cies of playing one group against 
another for selfish purposes.” 

He expressed belief that British 
Prime Minister Attlee “desired still 
more time for the Arab chiefs to 
organize their political resistance.” 

Johnson accused the State De- 
partment of playing a game of 
delay, and hit at Truman’s ap- 
pointment of a Cabinet committee 
of three to formulate Palestine 
decisions. “To say this is discon- 
certing,” he said of the President's 
action, “is the gross in under- 
statements.” 


Points to Loan Proposal. 


Dr. Abba Hillel Silver, president 
of the Zionist Organization of 
America, asserted that Bevin had 
given his word to the British- 
American Commission of inquiry 
appointed to investigate the Pales- 
tinjian situation that its recom- 
mendations, if unanimous, would 
be carried out. The committee 
recommended the migration of 
100,000 Jews. 


“In view of this shocking rec- 
ord of broken pledges and the re- 
peated violation of solemn obli- 
gations, American citizens have 
the right to turn to their repre- 
sentatives in the Congress of the 
United States, who are discussing 
the granting of a loan to Great 
Britain, and inquire whether the 
Government of the United States 
can afford to make a loan to a 
government whose pledged word 
seems to be worthless.” 


Bartley Crum, a member of the 
British - American commission, 
asked that the British turn over 
the Palestine mandate to the 
United Nations, and called on the 
United States Senate to examine 
the feasibility of having America 
assume the mandate. 


In Washington Representative 
Celler (Dem.), New York, declared 
that Bevin, in “his obvious maneu- 
vering to keep the homeless 100,000 
_ Jews out of Palestine,” had reached 
his “lowest level.” 


Celler referred to a speech in 
England in which Bevin said the 
@ause of “the agitation in the 
United States, and particularly in 
New York, for 100,000 Jews to be 
put into Palestine” was that “they 
Go not want too many of them in 
New York.” 


“Bevin is showing his fangs,” 
Celler said in a prepared state- 
ment. “The statement is as cruel 
as it is dishonorable. I cannot un- 
derstand how any human being 
knowing the plight and sufferings 
of the displaced Jews can descend 
to such depths. By his statement 
he — his reputation in the 
mud.” 


POSTGRADUATE NAVAL SCHOOL 
PROPOSED ON PACIFIC COAST 


WASHINGTON, June 13 (AP)— 
A $28,700,000 postgraduate Naval 
Academy on the Pacific coast was 
proposed to the Senate Naval 
Committee yesterday by Secretary 
of the Navy Forrestal as part of 


a large peacetime educational pro- 
gram. He said the proposed school 
would be in addition to the train- 
ing of junior officers in 52 civilian 
colleges and universities. 

Capt. H. A. Spanagel, head of a 
board that selected the site of the 
school, said it would be near 
Monterey, Calif. He said the Navy 
held a lease and option to buy a 
hotel and site for $2,107,000, that 
academic buildings would cost 
$19,000,000, and that additional 
housing and other costs would in- 
crease the total to $28,700,000. 

Fleet Adm, Chester W. Nimitz, 
in a statement outlining the train- 
ing plan for officers, expressed 
confidence that junior officers 
from Annapolis and from civilian 
colleges could have careers as 
regular Navy officers on an equal 
status,

Protection Sought 
Against Any De- 
pression Here,

BOURNEMOUTH, June 13 (UP). 


ERBERT MORRISON, Lord 

President of the Council, said 

today the Labor Government 
was trying to develop England’s 
national economy independently 
of United States influence, 

“We are looking ahead for trou- 
ble,” he told the British Labor 
Party conference. “If, unhappily, 
a depression were to hit the Unit- 
ed States and if world depression 
were to occur we are preparing to 
do what is possible to avoid reper- 
cussions on the economic life of 
our own country.” 


He said that nationalization “in 
itself is not enough, It only 
changes ownership. Its great value 
is that it enables men and women 
in industry to bring their talents 
more into service of their country 
... economic planning is the strong 
basis for true liberty, 

Seeks Full Employment, 

“The more we advance towards 
socialism the more we shall need 
individual initiative and enterprise 
and all the rich pattern of indi- 
vidual liberty.” 

He said the Government intends 
to try to achieve full employment 
which “has never been attempted 
by this country or any other in 
the world with our form of demo- 


lcratic government and our stand- 


ards of freedom.” 


Morrison warned of austerities 
ahead and said 1947 would be “‘a 
year of tight supply and lack of 
elbow room. 


Bevin’s Policies Approved. 


The conference yesterday gave 
approval to Foreign Secretary 
Ernest Bevin’s foreign policies, 
which he outlined in a blunt, ex- 
temporaneous speech. 

Philip Noel-Baker, Minister of 
State, was elected chairman of the 
party, succeeding Prof. Harold 
Laski. Emanuel Shinwell, minis- 
ter of fuel and power, was named 
vice chairman, 

Bevin indicated he would con- 
sider acting independently of the 
Soviet Union in making European 
peace treaties if no agreement 
with Russia could be obtained at 
the meeting of foreign ministers 
in Paris. 

He gave his views on the future 
of the German Ruhr in these re- 
marks: 

“The problem of Germany is a 
vital one, France wants to sep- 
arate the Ruhr. I don’t blame 
her. I can understand the French 
approach. I say to M. Blum: ‘T 
have never once criticized France. 
I always took the view that with 
the losses you sustained in the 
last war there was no time for 
you to. recover in this war. The 
great blood-letting of 1914-18 told 
its story and did its terrible work.’ 


“When a country has been in- 
vaded three times by Germany 
you have to put yourselves in 
their place and understand the 
feeling of insecurity, and it is very 
hard not to meet what they sug- 
gest. I have tried to study Ger- 
many, and one proposal I have put 
forward to the French, Belgians 
and Dutch in a preliminary way 
is that we should try to make 
the Ruhr an European industrial 
center, not a German one under’ 
international control. 


“If you rely purely in repara- 
tions and the ‘mere attempt to 
suppress 66,000,000 in dire poverty, 
they will find a way out sooner 
or later and therefore, I say, use 
those great resources, not for Ger- 
many, but to raise the standard of 
life in Europe. Let the great prod- 
ucts of the Ruhr be semi-manu- 
factured and let the finishing ends 
flow into France, Yugoslavia and 
Hungary. 

“The quick conversion to war 
comes from the control of the 
finishing end of the industry and 
it is there that the key to. secur- 
ity really lies. 


“I have asked that the French 
shall study my plan, I am study- 
ing the French plan. We have not 
come to a dogmatic decision. In 
the meantime, I confess I have 
been responsible for costing the 
chancellor of the exchequer £80,- 
000,000 a year. Why? Because I 
fought against the division of 
Europe. I dread it. I shall con- 
tinue to fight against it.”

“If all these. bombs are made, 
can they be delivered? The .an- 
swer is yes—over a vast area and 
delivered over night. They will be 
delivered in pilotless planes or 
rockets, and if 10 per ¢ent of them 
get through, the atomic bomb will 
win. These rockets will go at a 
tremendous speed, in the order of 
a mile a’second. Anti-aircraft will 
be useless in any case, for the 
few hits will always be too late to 
save the bombs’ target. 
“Throughout history, each new 
offensive weapon has called out 
its appropriate defense, but now 
the offensive weapon leaps cen- 
turies ahead in a single bound, 
and the defense lies almost help- 
less everywhere unless some de- 
fense other than a technical de-

There was a brief laughing ex- 
change between Byrnes and the 
President, as they posed for pho- 
tographs beside the plane before 
the takeoff. 

Byrnes said to the President 
“Why don’t you come and visit 
us in Paris?” ° 

“Well,” Truman replied, “I 
might do that.” He was laughing 
and gesturing as they talked. A 
little later as Byrnes turned to 
go up the steps into the plane he 
told the President with a grin,

over.”

“This newspaper be- 
lieves that it effectively ends the 
usefulness of both men upon the 
supreme bench.” 

The Herald Tribune hoped “this 
will prove the last of the misfor- 
tunes which we have inherited 
from President Roosevelt's light- 
hearted jugglings with the judi- 
cial process.” 

In Los Angeles, the Times said 
“Congress owes to the nation a 
thorough and searching investiga- 
tion,” and the Herald-Express said 
“apparently we have dirty linen 
to wash. Let’s get on with the 
cleaning up business.” 

“Duty to Fulfill.” 

The Brooklyn Eagle said “Con- 
gress has a duty to fulfill. It 
must learn what is at the bottom 
of the seething antagonism amon 
men whose duty it is to contro 
their passions, to maintain their 
dignity, to subordinate every in- 
fluence to the cause of justice.” 

“Mr. Justice Jackson's state- 
ment, addressed to the Senate and 
House Judiciary Committees, 
whether it be warranted or un- 
warranted, well or ill-advised, puts 
the issue squarely up to Congress. 
One way or another, the Supreme 
Court must be redeemed from bit- 
ter and futile strife,” said the At- 
lanta Journal. 

The Boston Globe said “the mat- 
ter is so serious as to suggest the 
process of impeachment, seldom 
resorted to in our national his- 
tory.” 

“Bring out the full truth,” de- 
manded the Detroit News, while 
in the same city the Free Press 
said “the discords that are now 
tearing it (the Supreme Court) 
apart result from the peculiar 
tests which Mr. Roosevelt em- 
ployed in filling vacancies.” 

“The matter should, we think, 
go to trial,” said the Milwaukee 
Journal. “Unless Justice Black 


resigns to save himself and the

resignation of Justice Robert Jackson or Justice Hugo Black—

Calls for Both to Quit. 

The Philadelphia Record urged 
“Congress to investigate in public 
hearings the feud now brought 
into the open by Justice Jackson's 
attack on Justice Black,” and the 
Inquirer said, “If the two justices 
have any devotion to justice and 
veneration for the prestige of the 
court they will resign quickly and 
voluntarily.” 

“The best course,” said the 
Washington Post, “would be for 
Justice Black to say that in the 
public interest he will resign if 
Justice Jackson does likewise.” “ 

The Buffalo Courier-Express 
said, “To be impolitely candid, it 
began nine years ago when Hugo 
Black was appointed to the high- 
est court of the land. In 1937 we 
denounced Black as unfit for the 
Supreme Court both because of his 
former Ku Klux Klan affiliations 
and because he possessed the po- 
litical, rather than the judicial, 
temperament.” 

Jackson Criticized, 

The Chicago Sun said, “Justice 
Jackson revealed himself as a 
bitter, carping feudist, emotionally 
unhinged, apparently, by his fail- 
ure to win appdintment as Chief 
Justice,” 

“Short of resignation of the 
justices in a body, there is, unfor- 
tunately, no way that the present 
Supreme Court can be improved,” 
commented the Chicago Tribune, 

The Indianapolis News said “the 
crisis calls for hastening the nor- 
mal process of changing the 
court’s personnel by death or re- 
tirement,” and the Star said, 
“some resignations could be a na- 
tional blessing. The tribunal is 
reaping the crop of New Deal wild 
oats.”

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Everyone Loses in Korea 


The Russian Government's obstructionism, 
which made the Reparations Commission's visit 
to Soviet-occupied northern Korea completely 
futile, is the second serious setback in recent 
weeks to the hope of Russo-American co-opera- 
tion in that unfortunate country. 


First there was the failure of the United . 


States-Soviet Joint Commission for Korea to 
produce any results after seven weeks of dis- 
cussion at Seoul, That was the most serious 
evidence that has yet been given of the two 
great powers’ lack of skill in working together. 
For the first time, Russia and the United States 
were trying to solve an occupation problem be- 
tween themselves, without the complication of 
a third great power. The result was fiasco, ut- 
ter and humiliating. 

, Now the Pauley commission, after five days’ 
“inspection” in northern Korea, reports it found 
little evidence that the Russians have removed 
industrial equipment—yet evidence in the hands 
of the United States military authorities in 
southern Korea proves that the Russians have 
been systematically removing machinery, ma- 
chine tools, railroad equipment, communications 
materials, minerals, lumber, iron smelters, and 
hydro-turbines and generators. They have looted 
northern Korea as they looted Manchuria, where 
they did not stop at taking Japanese properties, 
but took Chinese properties as well. . 

Yet neither China nor Korea was an enemy of 
Russia. Both were occupied by Russia’s enemy, 
Japan. What are we to think of a nation that 
loots its friends as well as its enemies? How 
are we to work with a nation that does so? These 
questions are raised by the Soviet’s attitude 
toward the Reparations Commission’s inspection- 
less inspection trip. Still others have been 
raised by the failure of the Seoul conference— 
one of them the basic difference of concept be- 
tween our two countries as to what constitutes 
a free government. 

A question like that will not be reconciled in 
seven weeks or seven months. We shall be for- 
tunate if it is reconciled in seven years, Russia’s 
insistence that Koreans who objected to the five- 
year trusteeship plan should be excluded from 
consultation and from the provisional govern- 
ment is contrary to our most deeply held ethics 
of freedom, Pending a time’ when the two coun- 
tries can, by earnest and hard-working and un- 
remitting effort, come to know something about 
one another, we shall have to work on a middle 
ground in many things in order to work togeth- 
er at all. 

The Soviet’s contention that the American 
Military Government leans to the side of reac- 
tion may be well taken; at any rate, it has so 
leaned, and if it does not do so now it has under- 
gone a major regeneration. To make our aims 
truly representative of Korean opinion is not 
too much for Russia to ask of us. It would be 
our ordinary duty, even if we were unasked. 

In solemn justice, neither Russia nor the 
United States had any right to mutilate Korea 
by partition. 

It is still more deplorable that our two coun- 
tries showed at the Seoul conference a complete 
ineptitude at working together. Our disparities 
in ideology are inevitable; we know about them 
in advance, and can take them into account in 
appraising our accomplishments and our fail- 
ures. It is not inevitable that we should work 
together like suspicious strangers or’ bungling 
amateurs. When we do so, it is shocking to all 
who realize that the hope for a Russo-American 
modus vivendi is the same as the hope for the 
peace of the world. We should try again in 
Korea, and we should try soon, and this time 
we should try.

Mr. Attlee and India’s Princes 

When Prime Minister Attlee spoke to his 
Labor party this week as an advocate of free- 
dom, his words must have echoed in regal halls 
in New Delhi, thousands of miles. away. For 
there the princes of India moved toward accept- 
ance of the British Cabinet Mission’s plan for 
Indian independence. 

Attlee’s pledge that “we support freedom 
everywhere” has been tested now by every ma- 
jor element of India’s political life, and it has 
not been found wanting. Mohandas Gandhi has 
spoken for it, though his big Congress party has 
not yet formally accepted the plan, Even Mo- 
hammed Ali Jinnah’s Moslem League has come 
around, deciding to seek the autonomy of 
Pakistan within the framework of freedom. 

But the agreement of Moslems and Hindus in 
British India was not enough to assure a united 
India, as long as the 562 native rulers held 
aloof. India could have remained a patchwork 
of sovereignties, for the princes of the Indian 
States rule two-fifths of the great subcontinent 
and 95,000,000 of its people. 

These Maharajas and Nawabs have a stake in 
British rule. The Empire has protected them, 
seldom intervening in their domestic affairs, 
leaving them absolute or nearly so, enlightened 
or unenlightened as the case may be. Most of 
them are feudal barons ruling infinitesimal es- 
tates, but some reign over vast ranges, multi- 
tudes and wealth. Few have approached closer 
to democracy than to appoint advisory legisla- 
tures, but several have promoted industrializa- 
tion and education. Some are poor, some have 
buckets of rubies, but all are powerful in their 
own spheres. 

Formerly the princes rejected independence 
plans for fear their own status might be changed. 
Now they have contributed to a sort of unanim- 
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ity which India has never seen before, as to 
freedom or any other question. It is a tribute 
to Attlee’s foreign policy that the Indians be- 
lieve his pledge of freedom. They have sus- 
pected every other. But one short year of the 
Labor Government begins to look like a turning 
point in centuries of British imperialism, 
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Nebraska’s Portent 


Is the pattern of national politics taking the 
same conservative, isolationist swing now that 
it took in 1920, after the first World War? The 
victory of Senator Hugh A. Butler, a distinct 
conservative in international affairs, over Gov. 
Dwight Griswold, an internationalist, in the 
Nebraska senatorial primary Tuesday suggests 
the tragic possibility that history may be re- 
peating itself. 

It would be gratifying to record that Senator 
Butler’s renomination, which in the present 
stage of Nebraska politics is the equivalent of 
election, resulted from emphasis on national 
rather than international issues. But such is 
not the fact. On purely national issues—the 
OPA, labor, farm subsidies and so on—both 
men are conservatives and both were equally 
ready to denounce Mr, Truman. Politically, 
they were evenly matched; Mr. Butler had more 
money to spend, but Mr. Griswold had the state 
machine, 

It seems clear that voters in the Republican 
primary approved Senator Butler’s opposition 
to such things as the reciprocal trade treaties, 
the Bretton Woods financial agreements and the 
loan to Britain, and that they were not attracted 
by Gov. Griswold’s stand for measures to assure 
world stability and peace. 

The issue was complicated only by the inter- 
vention of Harold Stassen, who has led the 
preference polls in recent weeks as the favorite 
for the next Republican presidential nominee. 
Mr. Stassen felt called upon to visit Nebraska 
and make speeches in Gov. Griswold’s behalf; 
Nebraskans, preferring to make up their own 
minds, resented the intrusion. 

In May, according to the Fortune poll, Mr. 
Stassén was the favorite of Republicans for their 
next party nominee, with a fifth more votes 
than Gov. Dewey, the runner-up. And when 
the question was asked voters of all parties, 
“Suppose Truman and Stassen should be can- 
didates for President next time, which do you 
think you would be likely to favor?” Stassen led 
President Truman by three points. When Mr. 
Stassen has such popularity, the question arises 
of why he should kill himself off, as the idiom 
goes, by running too feverishly and frantically 
before the race begins. 

Mr, Stassen’s personal fortunes are of slight 
moment, of course, compared with the choice 
the nation makes as to participation in world 
affairs. We must not sink back into the cynical 
self-sufficiency that caused us to throw away the 
opportunity for world leadership for peace in 
1920. 
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The Justices Should Resign 


Senator Lucas’s proposal that both Justices 
Jackson and Black resign from the United 
States Supreme Court is an excellent one. The 
bickering between these two men, which was 
brought violently into the open by Jackson’s de- 
nunciation of Black, is no recent development. 
It is a long-standing discord, which has become 
chronic, and Mr. Jackson’s public tirade has 
made it worse and seated it more deeply. 

There is now no very sound prospect that 
they Will ever be able to get together on the 
court. It seems likelier that, thrown together 
constantly as the Justices inevitably must be, 
they will become more and more at loggerheads, 
to the increasing damage of the court’s effici- 
ency and prestige. 

Senator Lucas was exaggerating when he said 
“there can’t be any confidence in the court from 
here on,” but if the present discord were al- 
lowed to continue, and to grow in violence, his 
statement might become true in the future. Mr. 
Jackson and Mr. Black appear to be incompati- 
ble with the exacting atmosphere of the Su- 
preme Court as well as with one another. We 
agree with Senator Lucas*that their resigna- 
tion would be “for the good of themselves and 
the country.”

Bad News for Consumers 


Domestically we are no better off. It 
must be apparent to everybody that the 
OPA has been so badly gutted that we 
are likely to have a violent inflation after 
June 30. The stock market is running away 
in the face of bad news, not good news, for 
the consumers of this country. It is run- 
ning away because those who own busi- 
nesses think they can charge what they 
want to charge for their products after 
June 30. 

The only hope we have of preventing 
such a runaway is in production, now that 
Congress is wiping out price controls and 
wage controls are going by the board. Our

No workman in his right mind would 
want to take responsibility for jeopardiz- 
ing our international position to the point 
of weakening our leadership and inviting 
another war; of starving millions in other 
parts of the world by his refusal to work; 
of creating for himself and his family the 
hardship that an inflated economy always 


brings to the wage earner and the salaried 
man, 


Yet, the railroad brotherhood chiefs, re- 
jecting an award very little different from 
what they were willing to accept, were 
willing to paralyze the whole economic and 
social order of the country. 


Of course there was a crisis. It still 
exists as long as any group has the power 
to tie up the whole country. We have 
never as a people stood for that in the 
past. Mr. Ickes should know that the es- 
sence of our democracy has been that no- 
body should ever have undue power over 
our people. 


Our history is full of restrictive and 
regulatory legislation to prevent it. As a 
people we smacked down the railroads, 
we broke the power of private money to 
create panics. We broke the power of 
industrialists to use money, politics, the 
courts and goon squads to keep labor from 
organizing. We asserted the “Fascist” 
doctrine of telling brokers that they had 
to register securities for sale and get ap- 
proval from the Government to sell them. 
We nationalized the banks, we regulated 
the utilities because of their abuses of 
power. 


The Root of Our Democracy 


There never has been a time in this 
country’s history when public interest, as 
opposed to the interest of any group, did 
not emerge as transcendent. 


It is so in this situation. The banker’s 
right ends when he abuses his power and 
bilks the public, The railroad president's 


unfettered right ended when Commodore’ 


Vanderbilt said, “The public be damned!” 

The American public will not be damned. 
It will go on clipping the wings of all the 
arrogant people who are either ignorant 
of, or have, as with Mr. Ickes, forgot that 
the very root of our democracy was as- 
serted in the first three words of the Con- 
stitution, “We the people....” 

The people gave labor all the rights it 
has got through legislation. Labor may 
be sure that the best way to preserve 
those rights is not to abuse them, not to 
hold the rest of the population in con- 
tempt. 

It is the people after all who referee 
fights between capital and labor. Some- 
times it has been slow in acting, but it 
has at times used the lash on both. It is 
not deterred by silly talk from the in- 
dustrialists about Communism or equally 
silly talk from labor about Fascism.

The liberal arts course, the backbone of 
collegiate training, for a decade or more 
has been the target of much abuse and 
some constructive criticism. Sidney Hook, 
chairman of the department of philosophy 
ait New York University, brings to the pro- 
longed battle of words a new high stand- 
ard of sanity and clarity. The seven bril- 
liant books he wrote before he was 43 have 
earned him the right to a respectful hear- 
ing; but even if “Education for Modern 
Man” were his first book, it would in- 
stantly found a reputation. For sheer ex- 
cellence of logic, and for a magic of con- 
densed comprehensiveness (only 193 pages 
of text), the book is head and shoulders 
above all recent competitors. 

“Whatever a liberal education is, few 
American colleges offer it,” Hook observes. 
“What one finds in most colleges cannot 
be explained in terms of a consciously held 
philosophy of education, but rather through 
the process of historical accretion.” Some 
subjects, for instance, continue to be taught 
only because those who teach them can 
teach nothing else. 

* * * 


A truly democratic education must be 
related to experience far more than at 
present. The ends of higher education 
must be growth, democracy and intelli- 
gence. Those who appeal to tradition as 
a bulwark against change should recall that 
most traditions represent departures from 
earlier traditions. 

Mr. Hook insists that all courses be ap- 
proached by the scientific method; in other 
words, a liberal education should make the 
use of scientific method habitual, The non- 
scientific approach is usually irrational, 
relying on prejudicial] presentation. De- 
mocracy is endangered by any refusal] to 
test whatever has been accepted, for de- 
mocracy ultimately is committed to facing 
the truth about itself.

JOHN H. BANKHEAD DIES; 
SENATOR SINCE 1930 


Sponsor of Farm Legislation 
—Withdrew for Truman in 
Vice Presidential Race. 


WASHINGTON, June 13 (AP)— 
Senator John H. Bankhead died 
yesterday, removing the name of a 
famous family of Alabama Demo- 
crats from the rolls of Congress 
for the first time in 59 years. He 
was 72 years old, 

Bankhead, who stepped aside in 
the vice presidential race of the 
1944 Democratic national conven- 
tion to start the swing to Harry 
S. Truman, succumbed in the 
United States Naval Hospital at 
Bethesda, Md. He was taken 
there May 2 after suffering a 
stroke while attending a night 
session of a Senate committee. 

The Senate, on being informed 
of Bankhead’s death, recessed un- 
til this afternoon.

Born July 8, 1872, at Moscow, 
Ala., a rural community 40 miles 
from a railroad, he shared his 
family’s rising political fortunes. 
His father, John H. Bankhead, 
was elected to Congress as a Rep- 
resentative in 1887. 

Later, the elder Bankhead be- 
came a United States Senator and 
John’s brother, William B. Bank- 
head, became Speaker of the 
House.

dal. A veteran returned to his job 
of vice president of a bank in a 
Kentucky town. His salary was 
$3600 a year. He certified that he 
was in training to be executive 
vice president, a job that would 
pay $6000 a year, and on this basis 
he applied for his subsistence al- 
lowance of $90 a month. 


Getting $10,000 a year, you can 
be “in training” for a $20,000 a 
year job and draw your $90 a 
month subsistence if you are 
. otherwise eligible for it. In other 
words, there is no limitation on 
' galaries in relation to subsistence 


The Veterans’ Administration 
has heard of instances in which 
lawyers returning to law practice 
have claimed and been granted 
subsistence allowance because 
they made a showing of being “in 
training” for a different branch 
of the law. The number of vat- 
erans getting on-the-job training 
is increasing at a geometric ratio. 
In some instances it is little more

VA's Limited Power. 


The VA in Washington has is- 
gued several orders to field offices 
ealling for supervision to deter- 
mine whether veterans are pursu- 
ing bona fide training courses 
or whether they are trying to cir- 
cumvent the law. But the VA’s 
- powers are extremely limited un- 
der a law so loosely drawn that 
sound administration is all but 
impossible. 

The number of veterans in train- 
ing on April 30 was 620,444. This 
included 478,239 in colleges and 
other institutions and 142,205 get- 
ting on-the-job training. The latter 
fis thus nearly 25 per cent of the 
total, which is three or four times 
the ratio of three months ago. 
The percentage getting on-the-job 
training will increase as more and 
more veterans are turned away 
from overcrowded colleges and as 
word of this easy money gets 
around. 


That is a parody of states’ 
rights. The money flows off the 
Federal printing presses and the 
states have the right to misspend 
it as they see fit. This works in 
strange and wondrous ways.

Visit to Strange, 
Beautiful Valley

The remainder of Nepal, 

home of the Gurkhas and many other hill-dwel- 

ling races, remains almost as tightly shut to the 

white man as at any time in the past hundred 
years. 

But here in the Nepal capital and the green 
mountain-ranged amphitheater that surrounds it 
are concentrated most of this little country’s 
riches. Most of its culture and most of its archi- 
tectural splendor. Here mingled inextricably 
are some of the most sacred places of pilgrimage 
in Buddhist and Hindu worlds. There are more 
than 2700 temples and shrines scattered over the 
floor of this valley, and not one of them is 
Christian. 
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DURING 14 YEARS of travel in Asia, I can 
recall few panoramas that have made as deep 
an impression as my first glimpses of Kath- 
mandu and its valley. From the final passes at 
Chandragiri, below on the smiling plain, lay 
spread the many templed Nepalese capital. Its 
cluster of red roofs studded here and there with 
many gilded spires, pagodas, Buddhist stupas 
and white palaces of the country’s rulers. Beyond . 
the soft green ridges bordering the valley stood 
the jagged white-crested barrier of the Hima- 
layas, like the cutting edge of a giant saw. 

The two-day train ride from New Delhi to 


Raxaul at the border of Nepal, was featured 
mainly by heat and dust, over-crowding and 


several changes to successively smalier railways, . 


but was no worse than any trip these hot pre- 
monsoon days across the northern plain of India. 
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AT RAXAUL, I boarded a still tinier train of 
the Nepal Government Railway. Nepal has only 
two railways, both of which barely penetrate the 
country’s epidermis. This one, 30 miles in length, 
is the longer of the two. Characteristically, in a 
country as religious as Nepal, even its locomo- 
tives are named for Hindu deities. Ours Was 
called Krieshna. With much huffing and puffing 
and a generous largess of cinders, Krishna 
pulled us through a belt of malarious jungle, 
which is Nepal’s outermost zone of protection, 
to Amelkhganj, the terminus of the lower foot- 
hilis. 

We halted bitefly at the jungle village of 
Sirhra, the site of Nepal's only airdrome, which 
however is no longer in use. A wrecked British 
tragsport plane is the major attraction of the 
tountryside and draws Nepalese and Indian vis- | 
itors from far and near. 
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FROM THE RAILWAY'S end at Amelkhganj, 
a bus carried me in two hours to the highway’s 
end at. Bhimphedi, 23 miles deeper into Nepal's 
hilly- interior. At this river-side village, I was 
greeted by my official Nepalese guide, adorned 


with resplendent silver head-dress in the like- 
necs of Gorfdkhnath, a Nepalese saint. The guide 
gave me a choice between a four-man sedan 
chair called a “dandi,” or a horse, for the re- 
maining 19 miles of the journey through the 
hills to the valley of Nepal. I took the horse. My 
baggage was forthwith loaded on the backs of 
three coolies—hill men of small build, but enor- 
mous leg development—and we took off up 
jungie-covered hills ahead of us. 
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WE SPENT the night at Sisigarish, near the 
first of two small passes, 6200 feet and 7200 
feet high, which stood between us and Kath- 
mandu. It was a tiring trip, but not a. difficult 
one, across forested ranges and through ter 
raced valleys, dotted with hillside villages. Along 
the trail trudged variegated procession after pro- 
cession. Members of Nepalese nobility went by 
in sedan chairs borne by sweating but cheerful 
coolies, and followed by servants on foot. 

Others went up-hill in baskets strapped to the 
backs of husky porters. We passed many Gurkha 
soldiers, freshly demobilized and en route to 
their native villages. They were loaded down 
with souvenirs from Africa, India and Burma, 
and their pockets jingled with cash. These vet- 
erans had ready smiles in contrast to the melan- 
choly Indians, and few could resist the instinct 
to give a snappy salute. 
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HIGH ABOVE the trail from ridge to ridge 
moved an aerial rope-way carrying rice, baled 
cotton, gasoline and crates of manufactured 
goods from the end of the highway in the cen- 
tral valley of Nepal. The rope-way, 14 miles 


long, is Kathmandu’s main supply line from 
the outside world. Occasionally, there is talk of 
extending the motor road or the railway to 
Nepal’s capital, but Nepal prizes its isolation 
and like Tibet considers its inaccessibility its 
surest protection against penetration or invasion, 


At the final ridge, we took a long look at the 
beautiful panorama and then hurried down the 
mountain-side to the little town of Thankot, at 
the foot of the pass. We were startied to be 
met there by a slightly crazed mendicant with a 
battered clarinet. The old man did a lively jig 
around us, produced two or three snappy tunes 
that made the jungles tremble, and then put out 
his hands for bakehish. From Thankot it was a 


mile ride to Kathmandu.

EW RECORDS by Louis Armstrong, Benny Goodman and 
Lionel Hampton top the current crop, A great blues side is 
Armstrong’s “Back O’ Town Blues” (Victor), with Louis 
trumpeting and singing marvelously. Listen for line “Never 
mistreat your woman because it’s gonna bounce right back 
on you.” Louis does this item sensationally on a VYV-Diso 
(record especially for armed forces) cutting from an Esquire 
jazz concert. Accompaniment by Louis’s present band isn’t as 
attractive as that by Eldridge, Tatum, Etal, on the V-Disc, but 
it is adequate. More commercial is the Don Redman arrange- 
ment of “Linger in My Arms a Little Longer, Baby,” with 
Armstrong playing muted trumpet and singing. Goodman 
pairs “Rattle and Roll,” a Goodman-Basie-Clayton opus, and 
the standard “On the Alamo” for his best record (Columbia) 
in some time. “Rattle,” waxed last Dec. 19, has razor-edge en- 
semble work, well-behaved solos by Trombonist Dick LeFave, 
Tenor Stan Getz, Trumpet Johnny Best, with drive supplied by 
Benny's unmatched clarinet and great drumming by—surprise— 
Buddy Rich. Mel Powell’s piano, sounding :-Teddy Wilsonish 
(which doesn't hurt), comes off terrifically on both sides. Art 
Laund’s relaxed vocal on “Alamo” is top-drawer, Less refined is 
Hampton's “Air Mail Special” in two parts (Decca), The theme 
is introduced nicely and recognizably. The rest is frantic, rough 
in spots. Best solos are from Hamp’s vibes, Arnette Cobbs’s 
tenor.

EETS are a choice vegetable 

for salad if properly cooked, 

To cook properly, see that skin 
and tap root are unbroken to pre- 
vent loss of any color in cooking. 
Wash gently but thoroughly to 
remove every trace of dirt around 
roughened skin on top and be- 
tween the two-inch stems that 
must be left on. Put on in cold 
water, cover, cook gently until 
tender. Test tenderness by pull- 
ing stems away from beet. When 
they fall away easily, the beet 
is tender. Pricking causes “bleed- 
ing” of the beet. Peeling beet 
while raw will get rid of the 
earthy flavor but it also robs the 
beet of considerable food value. 
The earthy flavor will be elimi- 
nated if the beet is washed clean 


Whole Beet Salad. 


Four large beets, cooked, four 
slices orange, four slices onion, 
crisp leaf lettuce, one-fourth cup 
salad dressing, two tablespoons 
finely chopped green pepper, one 


way down. Place beets on let- 
tuce, add one slice of orange and 
one of onion on top of each beet. 
Then add the cut off slice of 
beet.

AM going again today to a

Over 
the whole area, chickens were be- 
ing raised in great quantities and 
every farm looked like a satisfac- 
tory and prosperous undertaking.

THE EXTENT and variety of 
enterprises on this particular proj- 
ect which we saw are probably 
among the reasons for the farm's 
great success, Perhaps if you had 
grown up with this operation it 
would not stagger you as it did 
me, The dairy farms were beauti- 
ful. The fields of peas and beans 
and other produce seemed endless, 
The peach orchards, we were told, 
produced very little this year, be- 
cause of a hot spell in February 
which brought out the blossoms 
too soon. The apple trees were not 
up to maximum either. I kept 
wishing that I could have seen 
these acres of fruit trees in bloom. 
Near us on the Hudson river, I 
know of no more beautiful sights 
than Henry Morgenthau’s Jr.'s 
orchards in bloom in the spring. 
His land is hilly country, however, 
and you climb up and down to 
reach the various orchards.

In Summer;

HEN, for any reason, a school 
Wena fails to make his grade 

and is held back for another §& 
term many parents, anxious for .¢ 
the child’s future, have him tu- 
tored, or send him to summer 
school to make up his work. 

If the child really was able to 
do the work in scheduled time and 
failed because of absence, usually 
caused by severe iliness, it might 
be all right to let him use his va- 
cation months to make up work. 
But even with those children— 
especially with those who have 
been ill—move carefully. 

School is a workshop where the 
pupils work under pressure, There 
is the pressure of the teachers, 
of the regulations of administra- 
tion, pressure of time, of compe- 
tition, and the great pressure of 
the home folk, who keep driving 
the children to study. The work 
itself uses a great deal of a child's 
energy. Pressure and tension sap 
still more.

FEW PARENTS realize how fa- 
tigued a school child is when he 
reaches home in the afternoon 
and, in many instances, finds work 
waiting for him. Tired children 
fall ill sooner than rested ones. 
A child who has been ill during 
the term needs rest and, above all, 
freedom from pressure. Think 
about that before sending such a 
child to summer classes. 

Study the child who could not 
make the grade. Don’t deceive 
yourself and trouble him by say- 
ing over and over, “He could if & 
he wanted to—he does not con- § 
centrate—too much play.” I have | 
never met that sort of child in all 
my teaching years, Any pupil who 
could do the work did it and was 
glad to do it. No child wants to # 
fail. It costs him loss of standing 7 
among his companions, displeas- fF 
ure at home, misery in school. 
He fails because he cannot suc- 
ceed. He needs special study and 
an adjusted program.

Didnt Like Preachers | 


Now Dr. C. W. Love Heads St. Louis Ministerial Alliance 


HE Rev. Dr, Clifford Wayne 

Love, who recently gained 

the distinction of being the 
first Negro minister elected 
head of the Ministerial Alliance 
of Greater St. Louis, is as much 
of a shrinking violet as a man 
can be who is six feet two 
inches tall with a physique to 
match. When he was elected to 
the office he was cognizant of 
the honor but thoroughly sur- 
prised at all the attention it 
centered upon him. ,No sooner 
had it been announced than he 
began receiving an avalanche 
of telegrams, telephone calls 
and postcards, all, without ex- 
ception, congratulating him and 
praising the liberal action of 
the alliance. On the whole he 
feels too much has been made 
of it already, but if we want to 
write something he’d be glad 
to have us write about the new 
church he is trying to build. 
That, he feels, is ‘of genuine 
importance, 

Dr. Love, now that he looks 
back on it, admits it’s a little 
surprising that he is a preacher, 
in view of the fact that very 
early in life he developed an 
antipathy toward ministers in 
general. Out in La Junta, Colo., 
where he was born, his mother 
and grandmother, both deeply 
religious women, were active 
in church work. “It seemed 
as if there were always 
preachers around the house,” 
Dr. Love recalls, “and I got 
so I didn’t like preachers.” He 
doesn’t recall why he didn’t 
like them; maybe because he 
saw too many of them. 

By the time he was in high 
school he was debating whether 
to become a newspaperman or 
an athletic coach. He played 
basketball, baseball and tennis, 
and would have played football 
but he couldn’t make the 
weight. Like many youngsters, 
he grew up fast, and when he 
reached his present height of 
six-feet-two, he weighed only 
145 pounds, “The smallest man 
we had on the team weighed 


200, so you can see what chance 


I had,” he says. 

He was 20 years old when 
he decided to enter the. minis- 
try. He had finished high 
school, had graduated from 
Phoenix Junior College, and had 
attended Arizona State Teach- 
ers College for a year. There 
had never been a minister in 
his family that he knows about. 
“I began to feel the urge,” he 
says, “and I somehow knew 
that I wasn’t going to have any 
peace of mind until I took it 
up.” So he went to Western 

niversity at Quindora, Kan., 
and earned a degree of Bach- 
elor of Arts in religion. Later 
he received his degree as doctor 
of divinity at the Bishop Wil- 
liams School of Religion in 
Kansas City, Kan. 

His first church was at 
Winslow, Ariz. He also filled 
pulpits at Topeka, Atchison 
and Kansas City, Kan., before 
coming to St. Louis in Sep-

relax it’s time to go to bed.” 
His vacations he usually spends 
taking post-graduate work. He 
has spent the last two vVaca- 
tions at the University of Chi- 
cago, plans to spend this year’s 
at Northwestern University, He 
has no time for hobbies, but 
has figured out a way to com- 
bine a hobby he would like 
to take up with benefit to the 
church. The church has a mo- 
tion picture projector and he 
plans to buy a movie camera 
and take pictures which can 
be used in visual education 
classes.

They may raise 
it by selling debentures, or with 
a mortgage. Part of it, Dr. Love 
thinks, can be raised by contri- 
butions. He is calmly confi- 
dent they can raise it. When 
he was in Topeka he lifted a 
church mortgage that was 565 
years old. 

In hig church ministers are 
not chosen by the congrega- 
tion, but assigned by the Epis- 
copacy, sometimes for only a 
year, sometimes indefinitely. He 
hopes to be allowed to remain 
indefinitely in St. Louis, for 
several reasons. He wants to 
see the church built and paid 
for. His son, a G.I. veteran, is 
getting his education at St. 
Louis University, and Dr. Love 
likes the attitude of St. Louis- 
ans. “They have a spirit of 
friendliness and tolerance ahead 
of any place I have ever lived,” 
he says. He believes that the 
St. Louisans who preach racial 
tolerance, also practice it. He 
is amused by the type which 
makes a pretense of tolerance 
—like the minister in a city 
where he once attended a con- 
ference. Arriving one morning, 
hot, tired and dusty after an 
all-night drive, he inquired at 
conference headquarters where 
he was to stay. He was as 
signed, he learned, to the home 
of one of the leading white 
ministers, a man, he was as- 
sured, who was very liberal 
and made quite a point of 
having Dr. Love stay at his 
home. “That’s fine,” he said, 
“where is it and how do I 
get there?” 

“Well,” the chairman sald, 
“he said to tell you he’d pick 
you up here at 9 o’clock to- 


night.”

West cashed three heart tricks, 
then shifted to a low club, Need- 
less to say, declarer was not hap- 
py. With three tricks already lost, 
and with the queen, jack and ten 
of trumps outstanding, nothing 
short of a miracle could stave 
off defeat. 

Admirably dissembling his feel- 
ings, declarer proceeded to pro- 
mote just such a miracle. After 
winning the fourth trick with the 
club ace, he purposefully led three 
top diamonds from dummy. Just 
as he had hoped, East fell into 
the net. Convinced that declarer 
waz about to discard one or more 
losers on the diamond suit, East, 
with a sort of “over-my-dead- 
body” expression, triumphantly 
ruffed the third diamond with a 
low spade. Declarer over-ruffed 
with the spade seven, then laid 
down the spade king and led to 
the ace, The queen, jack and ten 
fell like ripe fruit, and the con- 
tract was home, 

East's ruff of the third diamond 
was, to put it as kindly as pos- 
sible, naive. A declarer does not 
lightly permit the defenders to 
ruff away his tricks, hence the 
fact that South did lead dia- 
monds before drawing trumps was 
the strongest possible announce-. 
ment that he had something to 
fear in the trump suit itself. It 
was absurd for East to feel that 
declarer wanted to discard lasers 
on the diamond suit—dummy had 
no losers, aside from trumps. 
Thus, the last thing that East 
should have considered was to 
ruff the diamond so temptingly 
offered him.
